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A.  W.  MELLON  - SECRETARY  OF  THE  TREASURY 


His  Signature  Varieties  as  Found 
on  U.S.  Federal  Currency 
By  James  T.  Lemon  #2134 


Andrew  W.  Mellon  assumes  the  responsibilities  and  duties 
of  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  March  4,  1921  upon  appoint 

ment  by  Warren  G.  Harding,  29th  President  of  the  United 
States.  The  responsibilities  and  duties  he  would  assume 
as  outlined  by  the  Treasury  Organic  Act  of  September  2, 
1789  would  include  preparing  plans  for  the  management  of 
the  revenue  and  support  of  the  public  credit,  collect  the 
revenue  and  issue  warrants  for  the  expenditures  pursuant 
to  appropriations  made  by  law,  and,  in  general,  superin- 
tend the  finances. 

Mellon,  a native  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  was  well 
suited  to  hold  this  cabinet  appointment.  As  a son  of  a 
banker  he  inherited  a large  fortune.  He  ammased  a great 
wealth  in  developing  coal,  coke,  and  iron  industries  in 
the  Pittsburgh  area.  His  other  business  interests  inclu- 
ded banking,  railroads,  and  steel.  Much  of  his  fortune 
could  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  he  operated  in  a 
city  which  expanded  enormously  in  his  lifetime  and  his 
association  with  Henry  C.  Frick,  one  of  the  "pioneer 
demigods"  of  the  business  world  who  used  Mellon's  bank  as 
a financial  instrument. 

Mellon  - or  "A"  as  he  became  known  in  Washington,  D.C. 

- came  into  his  government  position  from  his  bank,  The 
Mellon  National  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  which  received  its 
charter  number,  6301,  on  June  13,  1902.  As  president  of 

this  institution  his  signature  would  grace  National  Bank 
Notes  of  the  Series  1902  Red  Seals  ($5-$100),  1902  Date 

Backs  ($5-$100),  and  1902  Plain  Backs  ($5-$20).  The  bank 
would  issue  a total  of  (including  1929  $5  Type  I and  Type 
II  and  $10  and  $20  Type  II  notes)  $93,291,790  in  National 
Bank  Notes.  The  small  size  issues  bear  the  signature  of 
A.  B.  Mellon  as  president. 

In  holding  his  post  of  Secretary  of  Treasury  under  three 
presidential  administrations  - Harding,  Coolidge  and 
Hoover  - his  facsimilie  signature  would  appear  on  Federal 
curreacy  issues  along  with  those  of  three  different  Treas- 
urers; Frank  White  on  Large  Size  Issues,  H.T.  Tate  and 
W.O.  woods  on  small  size  issues. 

Herbert  Hoover,  upon  his  election  as  President,  omitted 
the  name  of  Mellon  as  Secretary  of  Treasury  in  his  cabinet 
appointments  of  March  5,  1929.  The  Senate,  after  confirm- 

ing the  appointments  of  the  other  cabinet  members  submit- 
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A. W. Mellon  (con't . ) 


ted  by  Hoover,  adopted  a resolution  directing  the  Judic- 
iary Committee  to  investigate  and  report  whether  a Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  could  legally  retain  his  post  from 
a previous  administration.  The  committee  found  and  report- 
ed that  Mellon  had  the  legal  right  to  retain  his  post; 
which  he  did  until  he  resigned  on  February  12,  1932. 

Federal  currency  issues  bearing  A.W.  Mellon's  signature 
facsimilie  not  only  appears  along  with  the  signature  fac- 
similies  of  three  different  Treasurers,  but  also  in  three 
distinctive  varieties;  one  type  on  the  large  size  issues; 
two  variety  types  on  the  small  size  issues.

On  the  large  size  issues  Mellon's  signature  appears 
only  on  the  Series  1914  Blue  Seal  Federal  Reserve  Notes 
of  the  $5  through  $100  denominations  from  all  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  districts  and  on  Series  1918  $1000  Federal 
Reserve  Notes  from  districts  New  York,  Atlanta,  and  San 
Francisco.  Series  1918  $500  Federal  Reserve  Notes  bear- 
ing his  signature  and  other  districts  of  the  $1000  issue 
are  unknown.  This  variety  of  his  signature  appears  along 
with  Frank  White  as  Treasurer  is  known  as  Type.  This 
variety  is  distinguished  in  Table  1. 

The  second  siganture  variety  appears  on  the  first 
small  size  issues;  Series  1928  United  States  Notes,  Sil- 
ver Certificates  and  Federal  Reserve  Notes  along  with 
the  signature  of  H.T.  Tate  as  Treasurer  and  is  known  as 
Type  II.  This  variety  is  a subtle  variation  of  the  Type 
I variety  and  is  distinguished  in  Table  2. 

The  third  signature  variety  appears  on  the  Series' 
1928,  1928A,  and  1928B  issues  of  United  States  Notes, 
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Mellon  (con't.) 


Silver  Certificates,  Federal  Reserve  Notes,  and  Gold 
Certificates.  This  variety  appears  along  with  the  sig- 
nature of  W.O.  Woods  as  Treasurer.  This  Type  III  variety 
is  more  distinguishable  from  the  Type  I and  II  varieties. 
Its  distinguishing  features  are  shown  in  Table  3. 

Tables  4,  5,  and  6 break  down  the  signature  types  to 

series,  issue  and  denomination. 

This  changing  in  signature  varieties  seems  to  not  have 
occured  on  any  other  Federal  currency  issues;  pre  or 
post  the  tenure  of  A.W.  Mellon.  In  my  search  I found  no 
information  dictating  this  happenstance  in  the  regard  to 
policy  directing  the  application  of  the  facsimilie  sig- 
natures of  Treasury  officials  on  U.S.  currency  issues. 

Andrew  W.  Mellon  not  only  left  a reminder  of  his  leg- 
acy as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  with  his  signature  on 
our  U.S.  currency,  but  through  his  benevolence  of  his 
donation  of  a $19  million  collection  of  European  master 
pieces  from  the  13th  through  19th  centuries  compromising 
126  paintings  and  26  pieces  of  sculpture  along  with  $15 
million  for  the  erection  of  the  National  Gallery  of  Art 
to  display  them  in.  The  National  Gallery  of  Art  is  a 
bureau  of  the  Smithsonian  established  by  act  of  Congress 
inl937.  Opening  in  1941,  the  Mellon  estate  donated  an 
additional  166  paintings  from  his  collection  after  his 
death  in  1937.  Mellon,  shortly  before  his  death,  also 
founded  the  Mellon  Institute  of  Industrial  Research  at 
Pitt  sbur  g .

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THE  FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK  IN  COOPER,  TEXAS 
By  Frank  Clark  #2104 


Cooper  is  90  miles  northeast  of  Dallas  in  Delta  County. 
This  county  was  created  in  1870  from  parts  of  the  sur- 
rounding counties  and  Cooper  is  the  county  seat.  The 
county  gets  its  name  from  the  fact  that  it  is  shaped  like 
the  letter  "delta"  of  the  Greek  alphabet. 

The  first  bank  founded  in  Delta  County  was  the  Delta 
County  Bank  in  Cooper  in  1889.  It  was  a private  bank  and 
operated  out  of  a grocery  store.  In  1891  it  was  chartered 
as  a national  bank  with  the  name  The  First  National  Bank 
of  Cooper.  It  received  charter  number  4500  and  its  capital 
was  $7  5,  000 . 

The  bank  issued  $10  and  $20  Second  Charter  Brown  Backs, 
$10  and  $20  Second  Charter  Date  Backs,  $10  and  $20  Third 
Charter  Date  Backs,  and  $10  and  $20  Third  Charter  Plain 
BAcks . The  total  amount  of  circulation  issued  was 
$831, 800. 

The  Guaranty  State  Bank  merged  with  First  National  in 
1925.  On  April  28,  1927  the  bank  voluntarily  liquidated 

itself.  The  directors  then  proceeded  to  recharter  the 
bank.  Government  regulations  forbid  the  use  of  the  same 
name  for  the  new  bank  so  the  name  was  changed  to  The 
First  National  Bank  in  Cooper.  The  new  charter  number  was 
13046.  The  bank  now  had  a capitalization  of  $50,000. 

Under  its  new  title  the  bank  issued  $5,  $10,  $20  Series 
1929  Type  I notes  and  $5,  $10,  and  $20  Series  1929  Type 
II  notes.  The  total  amount  of  circulation  issued  was 
$259,610.  When  the  national  bank  program  terminated  in 
July  of  1935,  the  bank  had  $48,750  outstanding.

The  bank  has  had  continued  growth  and  is  still  in  bus- 
iness today.  It  has  been  in  the  same  building  since  1909 
on  the  square  in  downtown  Cooper. 

The  original  founder  of  the  bank  was  William  J.  McDonald 
He  lived  from  1844  - 1926.  At  his  death  he  left  a great 
fortune  to  the  University  of  Texas  to  establish  an  Astro- 
nomical observatory  of  the  first  order.  This  became  the 
world  famous  McDonald  Observatory  in  west  Texas.  It  is 
one  of  the  busiest  and  most  productive  astronomical  re- 
search centers.  In  May  1989  the  McDonald  Observatory  cele- 
brated its  fiftieth  anniversary.
